New Drug 
Eliminates 
Sex Urge 


Bath, England, Nov. 1 —(UP)— 
Prison' doctors have -developed a. 
drug which ' completely eliminates 
the sex urge in men, it was dis- 
closed at the trial of a sex offend- 
er.1 • 


The new drug, which may be 


given by injection or taken in pill 
form at the rate of 
one 
tablet 
.daily, eliminates the sex urge with- 
in 14 days, according to Dr. C. R. 
Gibson, Bath city police surgeon. 
He said desire 
returns 
within 
two to three weeks after treatment 
stops. 


The 
drug 
was 
successfully 
demonstartcd on 13 male 
volun- 
teers who were serving jail 
sen- 
tences for sex offenses. 


Dr. Hubert Young, director of 
medical 
services to the prison 


commissioners, told reporters that 
scientists believe the period of re- 
spite from abnormal 
sex 
urge 
might be used to re-educate sex 
offenders, so they would be able 
to control their impulses when the 
treatment ended. 


The drug 
was discovered by 
Prof. F. L. Golla and Dr. R. Ses- 
sions Hodge at the Burden Neu- 
rological institute in Bristol. 
It came to light here yesterday 


when defendant Arthur Holley, 43- 
year-old blacksmith convicted 
of 


sex o f f e n s e s against boys in 
movies, pleaded guilty and agreed 
to be treated with the new drug. 
Gibson suggested the treatment, 
which, he said, had now passed 
beyond the 
experimental 
stage. 
But, he warned, 
the 
treatment 
was expensive and might have to 
continue for the rest of Hollye's 
life.

On condition that he submit to 
the treatment Hollye was fined 50 
pounds ($140), placed on 
three 
years probation, and banned from 
attending movies.

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Says Congress 
to Be Tough 
on New Taxes 


Washington, Nov. 1 —(fP)~ Vot- 


ing opposition to any new taxes 
Senator 
Edwin C. 
Johnson

Colo) predicted today the next ses- 
sion of congress will get tough in 
cutting expenses. 


Johnson is a member of the ax- 
landling senate finance commit- 
tee. He told a reporter 
he 
be- 


lieves a majority of that group will 
oppose any increase hi taxes de- 
spite President Truman's assertion 
that that is the only way he sees 
to balance the budget. 


"This country's economy 
can't 
stand a tax increase now it just 
can't be absorbed" the Colorado 
senator declared. 
"Instead . we 
are going to have to borrow 
an 


Idea from the British and have a 
little austerity around here." 


Johnson predicted appropriation 
cuts all along the line in spite of 
the usual election year trned by 
congress to increase spending. 


He said Paul G. Hoffman, 
the 


economic cooperation 
administra- 
tor, was well advised 
in 
telling 
Europeans that they had 
better 


mock down trade 
barriers 
and 
solve currency exchange problems 
if they want to sea full Marshall 
plan aid continued. 
' 


"Hoffman could have gone far- 


ther to warn the Europeans to get 
their house in order for cuts 
in 
Marshall 
plan 
funds" 
Johnson 


said. "In my opinion, congress is 
joing to make those cuts and the 
European countries had better be 
ready for them." 


Along with slashes in foreign aid 


funds, Johnson said 
he 
expects 
:ongrcss to demand more produc- 
;ion from government departments 
with fewer employes. 
Johnson's predictions of congres- 
sional economy are likely to get 
an early test in the next session. 
Chairman Cannon (D-Mo.) of the 
h o u s e appropriations committee 
was promised to bring out a single 
money bill, covering all 
of 
the 


government's expected e x p e nd- 
iturcs, by April 15. 


It will be the first time 
con- 
gress has tried to wrestle with the 
financial budget as a whole. Sen- 
ator Byrd (D-Va), who 
sparked 
senate approval of the plan in a 
pill passed in the .racent session, 
has predicted that it will 
make 
lawmakers more economy-minded.

In visible Ray 
Is Life and 
Death 


Los Angeles, Nov. 1 — W) —Life 
and death on this planet may hang 
by so nebulous a thread as an in- 
visible ray of light. 


Two separate announcenicnts yes- 
terday, one by the California In- 
stitute of Technology, the other by 
the University of California at Los 
Angeles, brought this grim spec- 
ter into the realm of scientific 
speculation: 


Sixty miles above the earth ex- 
ists a heretofore unknown layer of 
oxygen molecules which mysteri- 
ously change the wave lengths of 
the sun's deadly ultra-violet rays 
to infra-red heat rays. This was an- 
nounced by Dr. Joseph Kaplan, 
UCLA professor of physics. 


If some sudden piercing of the 


earth's atmospheric shield —per- 
haps by a comet or an atomic ex- 
plosion — should let that layer of 
o x y g e n molecules escape, 
life 
might vanish from the face of the 
globe under the bombardment of 
ultra-violet radiation from the sun. 


The elfcct of certain types 
of 


ultra-violet rays on living 
orga- 
nisms may be judged from an- 
nouncement by Caltech's Dr. Ren- 
ato Dulbecco, who yesterday dis- 
closed discovery of "life rays" and 
"death rays" in his studies with 
invisible lij;ht.. 


A certain kind of light, he said, 
can kill a little-known bacterial 
virus, and another kind of light 
can bring the same organism back 
to life. 


The killing light is an ultraviolet 


shortwave. The "life ray" is 
a 
barely visible light wave. 


The viruses affected by 
these 
rays, said Dr. Dulbecco, control 
the growth processes of cells in the 
human body. Destruction of these 
viruses, he believes, may allow the 
colls to grow wild, as in the case 
of cancer,

A bill to give automobiles to some 
15,000 scrously disabled veterans is 
dead. President Truman killed i 
by a pocket veo. 
The President said it would be 
'unsound public policy" to approve 
such legislation. He said the meas 
ure, if enacted into law, might lead 
to government gifts of 
autpmo 
biles to all disabled veterans. 
The bill would have given a $1 


600 automobile to any veteran o 
cither World War I -or II who los 
the use of a hand or toot or who 
had seriously defective vision. . 
The government already has pro- 
vided cars for World War II vet 
crans who lost ono or both legs 
above the ankle. 
Congressional committees 
have 
estimated that the measure yetoec 
yesterday would have applied to 
10,000 veterans of World War II 
and 5,700 veterans of World War 
I. It would have cost the govern 
ment $25,000,000. 
Mr. Truman killed the bill by 
"pocket veto" — that is he lailec 
to sign it within the, 10-day perioc 
required by law. 
In a statement explaining his ac 


tion, the President said the bil 
abandoned "sound principles of re 
habilitation." If allowed to become 
law, he said, there was no telling 
"how 
or where we can stop this 
progressive expansion of the grant- 
ing of automobiles short of provid- 
ing one for every disabled vet- 
eran."
